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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleas or a in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
your  District  for  the  year  1970. 

A further  increase  in  the  popul  tion  is  recorded,  continuing  the 
trend  which  has  been  apparent  for  the  last  tan  years • In  1961,  the  population 
was  2,250;  this  year,  1970,  it  is  3 ,200. 

The  number  of  live  births  is  slightly  down  on  last  year,  but  it  too, 
is  almost  double  that  in  1961.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  is  19*1  , which  compares 
very  f vour  bly  with  the  figure  of  16.0  for  England  end  Wales  as  a whole • 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  9.7  compares  well  with  the  Rational  figure  of 

11.7. 


All  these  factors,  indie  ta  that  the  district  is  a young,  active, 
dev  sloping  c omnunity . 

The  only  infectious  disease  of  any  significance  was  Measles.  1969 
was  a "low"  year  for  measles,  whereas  1970  w.-s  a "high"  one,  measles  being  an 
infection  which  shows  a two  yearly  peak  in  incidence.  There  wore  61  cases  of 
measles  recorded  in  the  year  under  review,  whereas  in  1969  there  were  only  6. 
Immunisation  against  measles  still  1ms  not  become  well  established  as  further 
difficulties  were  encountered,  with  supplies  of  vaccine.  It  is  hoped  that 
these  have  now  been  overcome  and  this  protection  against,  what  can  still  be  a 
most  unpleasant  childrens  ailment,  will  now  become  as  universal  as  is  immunisa- 
tion against  other  infectious  diseases* 

May  I conclude  this  brief  summary  of  the  Health  Statistics  of  your 
District  by  thanking  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  your  Committee,  for  the  interest 
you  h.'ve  shown  in  this  aspect  of  the  Council's  work.

I have  the  honour  to  present  ray  Report  for  the  year  1970. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  within  the  Urban  District  is  under  the  control  of 
the  dust  Anglian  Water  Company.  The  principal  sources  of  supply  are  boreholes 
and  Puraping  Stations  at  Dolton  and  iW  lpolo  - these  sources  are  inter-connected 
and  form  a ring  min  to  supply  the  Town.  There  are  two  towers,  Bungay  Road  and 
London  Road,  which  are  used  for  storage.  The  original  Town  supply,  an  artesian 
bore  with  head  works  in  Chediston  Street,  Halosworth,  is  held  in  reserve,  and 
could  bo  used  in  emergency  to  supplement  supplies. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  have  shown  that 
it  is  free  from  Zinc,  Copper  and  lead,  and  has  a reaction  slightly  on  the  alkaline 
side  of  neutrality.  It  is  very  bard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its  content 
of  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not  considered  excessive.  It  is  of  a high 
standard  of  organic  quality  and  bacterial  purety.

Laboratory  examination  of  s rnpIoV  of  effluent  taken  throughout  the  year 
have  been  very  satisfactory. 


ns  stated  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  experimental  work  on  sludge 
burning  had.  been  in  progress  for  some  years'  and  a comparatively  simple  system 
which  was  economically  viable  had  been  evolved.  Burning  rates  have  been 
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increased  by  30%  and  it  is  contended  that  with  covered  drying  beds,  mechanical 
and  chemical  de-watering  of  sludge  th-re  is  no  re  son  why  this  method  of 
sludge  disposal  should  not  be  considered  as  an  integral  part  of  sewage  disposal. 


Interest  is  being  shown  in  the  method  used  and  more  sophisticated  teste, 
which  would  not  be  conducted  locally  are  being  carried  out  in  other  places. 

I h ve,  for  a considerable  time  been  amazed  by  a Governmental  Report 
that  the  ash  resulting  from  burning  sludge  is  an  inert  material,  and,  working 
upon  this  categorical  statement,  have  confirmed  the  experimental  uses  of  the 
ash  to  filtration,  blending  material  for  roadwork  and  as  a constituent  in  the 
making  of  building  blocks,  I am  therefore  somewhat  surprised  to  find  that 
excellent  results  are  obtained  by  its  use  in  horticulture,  as  top  dressing,  and 
as  an  admixture  in  potting  compost,  and  in  agriculture,  using  controlled  sections 
of  a field. 

The  heat  generated  has  still  to  be  harnessed,  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
sew  ge  treatment.  Several  small  experiments,  one  of  which  has  had  somewhat  unex- 
pected negative  results,  have  been  carried  out. 

Public  Cleansin-'. 


A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made  by  the  Council  amply ing 
two  men  and  one  modern  Compression  vehicle.  Trade  Refuse  is  collected  weekly 
using  tractor  and  adapted  trailer  for  collection  and  is  then  burnt  under  controlled 

burning. 


Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  cat  Cookley,  within  the  district 
of  the  Slyth  kur.  1 district  Council. 


Controlled  Tipping  which  is  still  the  only  means  of  disposal  which  is 
economically  viable  to  a small  Authority,  is  rapidly  becoming  more  difficult  to 
administer  for  two  reasons.  First  it  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  find  fresh 
sites  of  sufficient  size  to  warrant  expoditure  in  preparation  and  management,  which 
is  further  aggravated  by  the  second  problem  that  of  the  constantly  changing 
nature  of  refuse  at  the  present  time,  disposable  bottles,  cleaning  materials  and 
sealed  aerosol  sprays,  some  of  which  may  be  half  full  of  a variety  of  inflammable 
ingredients,  form  a good  basis  for  an  unpleasant  explosion  in  a Tip  which  nay  be 
heating  up.

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I am  happy  to  report  the  problem  caused  in  the  past  by  the  transport 
of  certain  materials  through  the  Town  has  now  been  largely  overcome,  thanks  to  the 
co-operation  of  the  principals  of  the  Undertakings  concerned.

One  of  the  Council's  employees  has  been  trained  in  this  work  and  deals 
with  this  work  as  his  services  are  required. 

96  complaints  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  under  review. 

Rodent  Control  has  been  maint  .ined  through  the  year  at  the  Council's 
Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Works. 

Disinfestation. 

This  service  is  available  to  the  public.  Whilst  the  calls  made  upon 
this  service  could  be  termed  as  light,  it  is  a mutter  of  note  that  in  the  period 
under  review  over  30  complaints  of  wasps  nests  were  dealt  with  - this  is 
remarkably  high  for  a comparatively  small  Urban  Authority. 

Food  Premises. 

There  are  33  food  premises  in  the  area  and  90  visits  were  made  during 

the  year. 

Of  these,  10  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream.  No 
Ice  Cream  is  manufactured  in  the  area. 


Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages. 

On  only  two  occasions  have  it  been  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Shopkeepers  to  conditions  in  their  premie -s  and  on  both  occasions  the  matter 
was  dealt  with  immediately. 

Whilst  it  is  appreciated  that  all  traders  in  tee  Town  are  particularly 
anxious  to  offer  the  fullest  possible  service  to  their  customers,  I must  re -iterate 
my  statement  in  my  last  annual  Report  that  the  greatest  possible  c re  must  be 
exercised  in  the  sale  of  open  goods,  for  example  I an  of  opinion  that  such 
commodities  as  meat,  fish,  vegetables,  confectionery  etc.,  must  be  kept  separate. 
Pro- packing  is  one  method  which  may  reduce,  if  not  eliminate,  contamination  but 
complete  separation  of  the  commodities  on  sale  within  the  shop  is  both  d.esir,  ble 
and  necessary.  As  an  example,  apples  flavoured  by  some  other  pungent  flavoured 
commodity  are  not  to  every  customers  taste,  as  oven  with  the  most  strict  hygiene 
discipline  it  is  difficult  for  employes s to  remember  to  wash  their  hands  between 
service  of  one  commodity  and  another.
